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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

PCT Patent Application Publication Number WO 00/23952-A1 published 27 April 2000 

in view of Patent Number US 6,481,620 B1 by Katou et al. The banknote processing 

apparatus disclosed by said '952 publication incorporates deposit compartment 10, unit 

16-18, validation checking means 11 and process unit 12 that read on the Applicant's 

money-in module, counterfeit collection box, discrimination module and counterfeit 

processing module, respectively. Although said '952 fails to disclose a notification 

module the use of such customer notification devices is well known in the art. Said '620 

patent teaches statement processing mechanism 102 that reads on the Applicant's 
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notification module. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to on of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to incorporate the statement processing mechanism 
102 of said '620 patent into the banknote processing apparatus of said '952 publication 
to provide and effective means of notifying a customer of the particulars of a particular 
transaction. 

Regarding claims 10 and 11, said '620 patent teaches temporary storage box 
400 that reads on the Applicant's temporary storage box. 

Regarding claims 13 and 14, said '952 publication discloses packaging unit 18 
that produces currency bundles which read on the Applicant's bundles.
